GERMAN HORSEMEN 
NEARING BRUSSELS 


Measures Have Been Taken to 


Defend the City. 
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London, Auk. 18.—The Daily 
Express says: 
“There is little 
doubt that a great battle is 
now occurring in Belgium be­ 
tween the Germans and the 
Belgian and French allies. Our 
correspondent, In a cryptic dis­ 
patch 
from 
Ghent, 
indicates 
that the Germans are advanc­ 
ing on the historic battleground 
at Waterloo and that events 
of the greatest importance are 
in progress.” 
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london. Aug. 18.—A dispatch from 
Brussels says: 
The seat of govern­ 
ment has been moved to Antwerp 
and measures have been taken for 
the defense of Brussels because of the 
approach of German cavalry. 
The Belgium ministers of war, finance 
and foreign affairs and French and 
Russian ministers to Belgium have 
left Brussels for Antwerp, according 
to dispatches received here. 
The af­ 
fairs of France and Russia were left 
by their respective ministers in the 
bands of the Spanish legation. 
It is expected that the legations will 
follow 
the government to Antwerp, 
but the French minister will remain 
here, sending the counselor to Ant­ 
werp to keep in touch with the Bel­ 
gian government. 
The Soir says that according to 
news which is confirmed by the war 
office the Belgian infantry, in con­ 
junction 
with 
the 
French 
cavalry, 
brilliantly repulsed the German at­ 
tack. 
The location of the engage­ 
ment is not mentioned. 
After remaining virtually inactive 
for two days German cavalry, which 
was recently repulsed by the Bel­ 
gians, undertook new offensive oper­ 
ations against the Belgians. 
It was 
evident that the Germans were aw ait­ 
ing reinforcements. 
When these ar­ 
rived they proceeded in the direction 
of Wavre, a town fifteen miles south­ 
east of Brussels. During this advance 
the Germans encountered the fire of 
the Belgian outposts and after a num­ 
ber of skirmishes the German offen­ 
sive movement was stopped.

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PAYMENT ON OLD BASIS 


New Regulations Revoked and Rural 
Carriers Will be Paid on the Old 
Basis of Mileage 


A telegram from W ashington u n ­ 
der date of August 17th states th a t 
Senator K nute Nelson has received 
word from the postoffice departm ent 
that ru ral letter carriers will be paid 
h ereafter on the basis of the length 
of their routes. 
In the last postoffice appropriation 
bill, provision was made for an in ­ 
crease of $ 1 0 0 a year in the salaries 
of all ru ra l carriers. 
The 
d ep a rt­ 
m ent issued 
regulations 
providing 
th a t salaries were to be 
based 
not 
only on the length of routes, but also 
upon the q uantity of parcel post m at­ 
ter handled. 
The carriers, in their protest to 
Senator Nelson, stated th a t under the 
ruling of the departm ent many of I 
those operating on 
shorter 
routes 
would receive larger salaries than 
those operating on the longer routes. 
They contended th a t 
the 
salaries! 
should be based on the length of the 1 
routes, as heretofore. 
Protests came not only from M in­ 
nesota, but 
other 
states 
in 
the 
northw est, and they were backed up 
so vigorously by senators and repre- 
j s e d a tiv e s th a t the new regulations 
have been revoked and paym ents will 
be made on the old basis, 
on 
th e 
length of the routes. 
The new rule makes 
a 
radical 
change in 
the 
departm ent 
plan, 
which was to make a graduated scale 
of salaries based upon mileage, n u m ­ 
ber of packages and weight, and this 
construction of the law was placed in 
operation and July salaries paid on 
that basis. 
I nder the new rule all 
cariers who serve a standard route of 
24 miles and over six days in the 
week will be paid $ 1,20-0 -per annum . 
T his will change the schedule of pay 
of the ru ral 
carriers 
out 
of the 
Brainerd office as published in the 
Dispatch Mond'ay, aud which was the 
order under which they have been 
working, so th a t each of the four 
carriers will 
receive 
$ 1,2 0 0 , 
the 
length of the routes-being as follows: 
Route I, 27% miles; route 2 , 27% 
miles; route 3, 27 5-8 miles; route 4, 
24% miles. 
The local office has not 
yet received instructions 
regarding 
the change.
